Most of Men's Money Missing— Onf 


Had Carbolic Acid, but Not 


Cause of Death.

possibility of danger coming through 
certain trusts, and also to laud the 
president, Mr. Roosevelt became rest 
ive. 
His face colored and he plainly 
showed signs of disapproval of the 
rector's utterances. At the conclusion 
of the sermon ne turned 
to 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who sat beside him, and 
whispered. “ He should not have dune 
that.” 
After the services 
the 
president 
stated that he 
had requested Mr. 
Washburn to hold memorial service.;, 
but that he had no knowledge of what 
the sermon contained nor had he any 
intimation that the rector would re­ 
fer to the trusts or to himself. 
Mr. 
Washburn also stated that he had 
prepared the sermon without consult­ 
ing auy members of the president's 
family.

Hegeman, of New- York, who 
read a prayer for the departed presi­ 
dent.

Dr. Henry Hom er W ashburn, rector 
of C hrist Episcopal church, in the 
presence of President Roosevelt and 
his family and a congregation that 
filled the church to overflowing, yesr 
terday preached a setmion in which 
he devoted considerable attention to 
“Possibility of danger coming by and t 
through the unguarded, use of great 
w ealth concentrated in* the hands of 
a few,” and in which lie also sta te d 
that "if ever circum stances indicated 
that one 
was 
placed 
Providentially, 
in the executive chair of the nation,, 
then the circum stances that attended 
the promotion of Mr. Roosevelt so Lu- 
j dieated.”

Yesterday was the first anniversary 
of the death of iTesident McKinley; 
had requested Mr. 
W ashburn to hold memorial services* 
The announcem ent that this would Im 
done aud that President 
Roosevelt 
would be present served to draw a 
large crowd to Christ church, which 
the president attends while here. 


Eulogized Memory of McKinley. 


T he first p a rt of the rector's sermon 
w as devoted to an eulogy upon tho 
life and character of the m artyred 
McKinley, and to this the president 
listened attentively. 
But when in the 
second part of the sermon Mr. W ash ­ 
burn took occasion to speak of tho 
possibility of danger coming through 
certain trusts, and also to laud the 
president. Mr. Roosevelt becam e re st­ 
ive. 
His face colored and he plainly 
showed signs of disapproval of tho 
rector’s utterances. At the conclusion 
of the serm on ne turned 
to 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who sat beride him. and 
I whispered, “ He should not have done 
th at.” 
After the services 
the 
president 
stated th a t he 
had requested Mr. 
W ashburn to hold m em orial service.-., 
but th a t I ie had no knowledge of what 
the sermon contained nor had he any 
intim ation that the rector would re ­ 
fer to the tru sts or to himself. 
Mr. 
W ashburn also stated th a t he had 
prepared the serm on w ithout consult­ 
ing any m em bers of the president s 
family.

Mr. W ashburn w as assisted by Rev. 
J. W. Hegeman. of New York, who 
read a prayer for the departed presi­ 
dent. 
After the 'p ra y er and before

“Nearer, My God, to Thee,” kneeling. 
Another of Mr. M ciKnley’s favorite 
hymns, “ Lead, Kindly 
Light,” also
